M< Dan riel I in 
Franklin township, along the Cham 
bersburg pike when the accident oc 
curred. 
In some manner the ax slip 
ped arid his knee cap wax cut very 
severely inflicting 
an ugly and very 
painful wound 
He was given pre 
liminary treatment by Dr. Merriman 
of Arendtsville and 
wax then taken 
to the Chamtarshurg hospital. 
The young*man got along very well 
for a time but later 
deveined blood 
poisoning, and grew 
steadily worse, 
death resulting from the infection. 
Beside! his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ambrose M. 
Heller, he is survived 
by four brothers and a sister M elvin, 
Elmer, M artin,Harry and Eva Heller, 
all living near Bendersville.

A. Lentz, 
enginaer at the plant of the Gettysburg 
Ice and Storage Company, was drown 
ed on 
Sunday at 
Plainfield, 
Iowa. 
How 
the accident 
occurred is not 
known, a telegram merely announcing 
the fact of his death having lieen re­ 
ceived here this morning. 
The young man, who was Hilmar 
ried, was aged about 22 years and liv ­ 
ed here until aliout three 
years ago 
wiles he moved to Plainfield. 
He had 
linen engaged in farming there ever 
since and was getting 
along nicely. 
It is supposed that he was out on some 
pleasure trip, either boating or swim 
ming, on Sunday when some accident 
occurred 
and death followed. 
His 
family 
here 
were 
greatly shocked 
when the sudden news came telling of 
his tragic end. 
His father, J. A. 
Lent*, 
lived in 
the v ic in ity ^ Bendersville and was 
a fanner until about four years ago 
w hen he came here to take up work at 
the plant of the Gettysburg Ice arid 
Storage Company, which position he 
has filled 
ever since. 
The boy came 
here with his parents hut only stayed 
a year.

was a mem lier of the 
Battlefield Council 414 Order of inde- 
Itendent Americans.
